Claim Dates Back Prior to the Ces- 
sion of the Territory by 
Spain. 


RAIDED BY “BILLY BOWLEGS” 


Claimants in Suit Declare Intention 
to Fight the Case Tarough 
Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Department of 
justice officials are giving close attention 
to an action begun in the United States 
District Court of the Southern district of 
Florida, in which the government has been 
sued for the recovery of the equivalent of 
2,000,000 acres of land in western Florida. 

The plaintiffs are the heirs of John 


Forbes and John J. Innerarity, business 
partners, who made up the concern of 
John Forbes & Co, This company was a 
noted one in Florida in the days of Spanish 
possession, and wae the successor to Pan- 
ton, Leslie & Co., a company that in its 
day was still more prominent than Farbes 


& Co. 
Forbes & Co. had a number of trading 


houses in Florida and elsewhere. The 
claim of the heirs is that before the ces- 
sion of Florida to this country, in 1819, by 
Spain, the King of Spain, through the 
captain-general of Florida, granted the 


land to Forbes & Co. 

It is alleged this grant was made to 
Forbes & Co. in return for services Forbes 
and his partner had rendered to Spein 
in the trouble with the Seminole Indians, 
and in repayment for losses sustained by 
the two men at the hands of the red men. 
In raids on the property. of Forbes & Co. 
the Indians, led by liliam Augustus 
Bowles, the noted Seminole leader, gener- 
ally known as “Bill Bowles,”” or “Bill 
Bowlegs,”’ were said to have done muc 


mage. 

The further claim is made by the heirs 
that the grant made by the Spanish King 
was confirmed in the treaty with Spain by 
which Florida waa ceded to the United 
States. In 1831 the claims of Forbes & 
Co. were brought before one of the o 
territorial! courts in orida, and were he: 
invalid. This decision is one of the prin- 
cipal defenses of the government at this 
time. 

The tract of land claimed is valuable, and 
comprises the larger part of Washington 
and Calhoun counties. It begins on the A 
ralachicola river at a point opposite the 
mouth of Sweet Water creek, and extends 
west to the Choctawatchie river, and fol- 
lows the seacoast back to the Appa achi- 
cola. It is now fairly well settled, and con- 
tains a number of towns. Much of the land 
has been sold by the government, and pat- 
ents grant to private parties. The heirs 
who are suing the government ex t to 
recover land scrip for such part of land as 
has passed from the title of the govern- 
ment. This scrip would enable them to 
purchase government lands elsewhere. 

Able attorneys have been retained by the 
heirs, and there is little qustion the case 
will be fought through the United States 
supreme court. The heirs number about 
fifty, and are scattered "po" * :c¢ corners, 
most of them living in Florida and Lousi-

Want to Get Away 

From Crowding Whites. 

Speaking of the colonization scheme, Mr. 
Bentley said: “The Kickapoo cannot live 
much longer in Oklahoma. The white man 
ie crowding him too much. He wants 
freedOém. The death rate among the tribe 
fe surprising. Twenty-e ght years ago the 
tribe consisted of 428 people. Today there 
are but 184. During the civil war the Kicka- 
poos fied to Mexico, and, although the gov- 
ernment sought to return them to their 
reservation, 176 escaped the soldiers and 
remained in Montezuma land. These 176 
have lived according to their own tastes, 
and today their descendants number 442. 
Thie increase in 2% years, compared with 
the decrease in the Oklahoma colony in the 
game length of time is noteworthy.

PETERSBURG, Nov. 7.—Grand Duke 
Cyril of Russia has dared a good deal in 
betrothing himself to his cousin, the Prin- 
cess Victoria of Saxe-Coburg. She was 
formerly the wife of the Grand Duke of 
Hesse, also her cousin, with whom she ar- 
ranged a divorce on the ground of incom- 
‘patibility by mutual consent. 

That marriage was not a happy one. The 
grand duke is an easy-going, rather phieg- 
matic individual, whereas the grand duchess 
is a bundle of nerves, and, like all three 
daughters of the Duke of Edinburgh, pos- 
sessed of the strongest will imaginable. 
Her sister, Crown Princess. of Roumania, 
makes no pretense of showing any defer- 
ence or attention to her husband. who ap- 
parently is quite satisfied as long as he is 
left alone to his books and his dreams.

And no matter what the economic condi- 
tions governing the country at large, this 
paucity of river “help” is always felt. 
Though an army of unemployed may be- 


siege the employment bureaus of every city 
along the river, the steamboat men still 
cry in vain for “rousters.’"’ For no white 
man, whatever his nat‘onality or social 
status, will accept a job as a roustabout. 

It is not that the work is il paid; on the 


of river traffic are in comparison with or- 
@nary laborers’ wages fabulous. The ne- 
groes who do the work often ask and re- 
ceive as high.as $150 a month and board for 
their services. Nor is it that the work Is 
particularly onerous; many a street laborer 
works twice as hard for less than half the 
money. Why, then, it.is impossible to se- 
money. Why, then, is it impossible? An- 
swer that question and you will have solved 
one of the mysteries that have puzzled river 
men since the inception of steamboating. 

The fact remains that none but a negro 
will do this work. It is a field of labor pe- 
cullarly his own, and whereon the white 
man never intrudes, Even the Dago, who 
will do almost anything honest for money, 
shuns a steamboat job. ‘No lika da riv,”’ 
he answers to expostulations, but will offer 
no explanation. 

On the other hand, the negro seems pe- 
cullarly pleased with the work. The happy- 
go-lucky, care-free life, with its ever- 
changing scenes, and its uncertain hours, 
has for him a particular charm. But he 
is independent, as he can well afford to be. 
He has no competition. Without any union 
of his own, he can demand and will re- 
ceive remueration that is princely com- 
pared with what he can make in any other 
work. Steamboat men will bid against 
each other for his services. Basking in 
the sun on a lumber pile he slumbers com- 
fortably while his price mounts. He wak- 
ens from his doze only at intervals to learn 
how his temporary value has increased, 
and only stirs when it has reached a figure 
that he imagines is the limit. Then he is 
all action. He goes aboard the boat which 
has secured him, closés a contract, and 
then gets to work with a vast enthusiasm. 
Nothing daunts him. Bales of cotton, pack- 
ing cases, barrels of molasses he fears not. 
Armed with his cotton hook and truck he 
will undertake to load a skyscraper on to 
the boat if the mate arders it: And none 
is so merry as when the “load” is taken 
on, the stage-plank raised and the boat 
under way. He always has enough breath 
and strength left to join in a roaring song 
with his fellows to the accompaniment of 
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STATE OF AFFAI 


the irrepressible banjo that is a part of 
every steamboat equipment. He eats any 
kind of fare, and sleeps ‘‘where he falls 
down,”’ but this does not spoil his temper. 
Nor is his serenity marred by being called 
out at obscure landings to work like a 
Trojan at unearthly hours. It is all in the 
day’s work, and he will get his reward on 
payday. 

He is the real master of the river. Or 
at least he shares that dominance with 
the kingly pilot. It is in his power to tie 
up a fieet of freighters, and to delay the 
shipment of thousands of tons of valuable 
freight. He exercises the privilege at all 
opportune times. He likes to get the “limit’’ 
while he can command it, and to show his 
independence by occasionally refusing to 
ship at all. Perhaps he coulki make a4 
trade with his employers to receive a cer- 
tain sum the year ‘round that would be to 
thelr rmiuival advantuge, but he is ‘ap- 
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palled at the thought of a ‘“‘stiddy jeb.” 
It does ro: accord with his phiioseph: of 
life. He wants to be free to foilow jis 
own inclination, and have plenty of Iceisyre 
in which to spend his wealth. His prodi- 
gality on these occasions amazes the col- 
ored cuarters, and while his money lasts 
he its king. 

He is always sure of employment when 
he is ready to work. This fresi water 
sailor is fur more Independent than him 
of the witny deep. He may get off at uny 
“landing ’ if he doesn’t like his- job, and 
wait for the next boat. 

As: far as he is concerned there is no 


labor problem. On the river he is 6u- 
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preme. He has no dread of being sup- 
planted by ‘“‘cheap foreign labor.’’ But the 
Otler side cf the question presents sume 
Bruve as.ects. “What can we do?” ask 
the river shippers and steamboat men, “‘if 
we can't get negro roustabouts?” An oc- 
casional white man may be tempie:l to 
miuke a trip, but scarcely ever more than 
one.

fleld. Hore the white man voluntarily ex- 
ciudes himself. Is it the work, or is it 
some unwritten law of caste that gives this 
remunerative domain cf labor over to the 
darky?”’

CAR OF DYNAMITE EXPLODES. 


Disastrous Accident in the Railroad 


Yards at Crestline, Ohio.

There are on the island the ruins of the 


old fort and of the tall chimneys which 
gave to the island its name, and which 
stood for nearly a century like sentinels 
guarding the channel. Buried in the de- 
bris, caused by the demolition of the post 
by the English, are numerous relics of the 
alternate occupancy by the Indians, French 
and English. Underneath the swift running 
current which skirts the shore there are 
three cannons, two bronze and one brass, 
just as they were thrown overboard by 
the French in the fight in June, 1760, and, 
in the center of the island, rearing its head 
far above the surrounding hills and for- 
ests, is the historic elm, which is esti- 
mated to have stood there for 900 years.

Pair. Yet it would be decidedly more in- 
teresting if I could talk to them in thelr 
own language. 

Senor A. Bermudez, special cemmissioner 
from Nicaragua, told me of the magnifi- 
cent exhibit of furniture his ceuntry is 
preparing to send to the Fair. There will 
be rosewood and mahogany furniture in 
the Niearagua building that will be the de- 
light of a connolsseur. Senor Bermudez 
became very much enthused when he 
talked of his country’s propesed exhibit. 
He talked with his moyth, eyes, hands and 
feet, in order to impress upon me the 
magnificence of the woods of Nicaragua. 

Senor Mermudesz is short of stature and 
rather fieshy. He has ceal black eyes 
which snap when their owner is interested 
in his subject. He has a soft voice and a 
musical laugh. He its a jolly, good-na- 
tured individual, who evidently practices 
the laugh and grow fat maxim. Life to 
this happy man seems to be all brightness 
and sunshine. He laughs at our hurry 
and push; he smiles and shrugs his sheul- 
Gers at our dirty streets; he praises the 
weather; he praises our city; and emiles in 
the mest assuring way when he speaks of 
St. Louis hospitality; in fact, according to 
Benor Bermudez, St. Louls has everything 


that is worth having except the many 
beautiful weods which abound in his own 
beloved country, 

“First, I want to tell yeu how much I 
like St. Leuls—how well I like the people. 
They are extravagant in their hospitality.

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Chairman Bostwick of the circulating de- 
partment of the New York Public Library 
says that a most peculiar development, as 
to the tastes of the reading public, has 
been discovered on the lower east side of 


New York City. 

Statistics covering four years prove that 
there are twice as many scientific books 
drawn in the Chatham, or poor, section 
than in any other circulating library in 
that city. 

Unlike the residents in the wealthiest 
part of the city, the population about 
Chatham rejects fiction to a large extent 
and chooses solid information on science 
and other serious subjects. 

A careful study of the Mercantile and 
Public libraries shows that this will also 
apply to the St. Louis reading public. 

The statistics of the Mercantile Library 
show that 68 per cent of the reading, dur- 
ing the past year, was fiction. 

The Public Library statistics show novel 
reading to have been 75 per cent. 

Miss May Simonds, reference librarian 
of the Mercantile Library, eaid to the 
Post-Dispatch: 


We have all 
the best fiction, and whenever a new book 
comes out we get in duplicate copies, ac- 


also get the best and the newest books on 
philosophy, religion, biography, geography 
and travels, sociology, natural science, in- 
dustrial and miljlitary art, fine and recre- 
ative arts, language and literature. 

“We do not buy as many copies of the 
sciéntific books as we do of fiction, because 
there is not the demand for therm and they 
are very expensive and are so soon out of 
date. Scicntists always want the very 
latest. It is something that is always im- 
proving, so it is very expensive and very 
difficult to supply the brary with good 
scientific books. We. supply this demand 
with articles in the periodicals. 

“A great many busy people read fiction 
for recreation. They are tired physically 
and mentally; they are too worn out for 
serious study; they want to read some- 
thing that is light and refreshing. 

“We are a mercantile library. We do not 
have the poor class for patrons, but the 
people in moderate circumstances and the 
wealthy. Our purpose is to supply the 
mefcantile people, the clerks and the work- 
ers, with the reading they desire. 

“You would be surprised to know the 
serious subjects that some of the holders 
of the clerks’ membership pursue. 

“A great many read biographies of great 
men, and letters by great men and women. 
These are always interesting. They are 
human documents, and the reader seems to 
come in closer touch with the individual. 
They form higher ideals.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Nov. 1.—Capt. 
James Mcintyre, who was master of the 
steamer South Portland when shg@g was 
wrecked on the rocks near Cape Blanco a 
week ago, is accused of the most arrant 
cowardice by the members of the crew. 
They say his conduct was anything but 
werthy of any man who calis himself a 
Seaman, and assert that if he had aoted 
with any of the judgment that the calling 
of the sea demands in emergencies the 
, disaster would not have resulted in the 
‘loss of life and it is probable that the ves- 
se] could have been saved. Capt. Mcintyre 
is in hiding. 

The steamer Chico arrived in port about 
midnight last night, bringing the survivors 
of the disaster frem Port Orford, where 
they landed. Those who came in on the 
steamer were Capt. McIntyre, James Ward, 
chief engineer; T. Pezzatti, second engi- 
neer; W. Hughes, fireman; W. Robertson, 
}fireman; Joseph Driscell, oller; John Mc- 
Keon, oller; Joseph Alwood, seaman; Jo- 
seph Reemos, seaman; 8. Johnsen, seaman, 
Manuel Petsomonis, cook; William Wilson, 
stowaway; L. Bailey and H. Webber, pas 
sengers. 

All of the sallors agree that Capt. Mc- 
Intyre rushed for a lifeboat as soon as ii 
was apparent that the vessel was filling with 
water and he and the few men who obeyed 
his orders pulled away frem the side of 
the ship as soom as the boat reached the 
water. The boat could have held half a 
dozen more people and the steamer floated 
for fully half an hour after the captain de- 
gerted her and all that time ‘the engineers 
kept the vessel's engines going while the 
mate commanded the craft and endeavered 
to steer her to some+place where there was 
a hope of saving her. 

James Ward, the chief engineer, said he 
was in his bumk asleep when he was 
awakened by the steamer striking. 

“It was not a heavy biow,.” he sald. 
“but it was sufficient to arouse me. I knew 
she had touched on the bottom but did not 
think it was serious enough to send her to 
the bottom. I jumped up and was on the 
way to the engine room when I met one of 
the firemen who had been sent te call me. 
He told me the vessel had struck on a 
rock. I went at once below to the engine 
reom and found that the vessel was making 
ne water there and concluded that there 
was no immediate cause of danger. Soon 
afterward the captain came down in the 
engine room and said the steamer was 
settling by the head.

Case Is Remarkable 
in Many Respects. 


The central figure in this remarkable 
case is Mr. Bryan, and one of the strik- 
ing documentary features was known as 
the ‘“‘sealed letter,’’ in which Mr. Bennett 
instructed his wife to give $50,000 to Mr. 
Bryan and his family, and the contents 
of that sealed letter were not to be made 
public until after the death of Mr. Ben- 
nett. This sealed document was placed 
with the will in a safetv deposit vault in 
New York City, from where it was obtained 
by Mr. Bryan, Alfred T. Sloane, the part- 
ner of Mr. Bennett, and Judge Henry 
Stoddard, counsel for Mrs. Bennett. 

That sealed letter is printed in full be- 
low. The letter and the will were both 
prepared at the home of.the Bryans in 
Nebraska, and all the typewriting was 
done by Mr. Bryan's wife. 

In addition to the $50,000 in trust for 
Mr. Bryan there were bequests amounting 
in all to $30,000 to Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
to_Lbe distributed to needy students in col- 
leges in this country, Mrs. Bryan being as- 
signed $10,000 for women colleges. Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Sloane were named as ex- 
ecutors of the will. Mr. Bryan delivered 
the funeral oration at the grave of Mr. 
Bennett, who was killed In an accident in 
Idaho early in August. At the time that 
he came Hast to attend the funeral of Mr. 
Bennett, Mr. Bryan was the guest of Mrs. 
Bennett. On two different occasions after 
that when he visited this city Mr. Bryan 
was also entertained at the Bennett home. 
Since the contest’ over the will commenced 
Mrs. Bennett has not been at home and 
Mr. Bryan has not seen her. 

When the will was handed in to the pro- 
bate court it was apparent that there was 
to be a vigorous contest, and that Mr. 
Bryan was not te be allowed to take out of 
the Bennett estate the amount alluded to 
in the sealed letter. The sentiment with 
which Mr. Bennett signed the sealed let- 
ter is now made public for the first time. 
Just before he signed that letter he wrote 
“with love and kisses.” 

From the very first it was apparent to 
everyone in the courtroom that Judge Stod- 
dard would not allow Mrs. Bennett to be 
placed in any position of responsibilty in 
the opening of the sealed letter in which 
Mr. Bennett instructed her to turn over 
$50,000 of his estate to Mr. Bryan. He 
was evidently afraid that Mr. Bryan would 
have some hold on the widow if she opened 
the sealed letter or acquiesced in the court 
opening it upon her recommendation. At- 
ter the letter had been obtained from the 
vault of the Merchants’ Safe Deposit Co. 
by Mr. Bryan, Mr. Sloane and Judge Stod- 
dard, it was handed to the judge of the 
probate court In New Haven by Mr. Bry- 


an. On the outside of the envelope this 
was written: “Mrs. P. 8. Bennett. To be 
read only by Mrs. Bennett and by her 
alone after my death. P. 8. Rennett.” 

Addressing the court. Judge Stoddara 
stated his objections. 

Judge Cleaveland asked Judge Stoddard 
if Mrs. Bennétt knew of the existence of 
this particular envelope. 

This was Judge Stoddard’s reply: 

“I understand that Mr. Bryan has com- 
municated to her what purported to be a 
copy of the paper that is said to be in- 
closed in that envelope. Mrs. Bennett has 
no knowledge on the subject whatever. 
absolutely none, and assuming that we have 
& paper that is a copy, as representing her 
I have not the slightest objection to having 
that paper considered by your honor and 
having the question determined whether it 
is or is not 4 part of the will. Now that 
is the condition of things. Mrs. Bennett 
knows nothing about it, has no knowledge 
on the subject. On the other hand. if she! 
should take possession of that document 
and deal with it I<@o not know what claim 
might be based upon such action. It 
seems to me therefore prudent that she 
should not deal with that matter. That 
is the proposition. It isn’t at all that there 
is any objection to your honor looking 
at the paper, but the objection is that 
Mrs. Bennett should not, in my judgment, 
take any part in that matter. 

“IT am quite at a loss to see why Mr. Bry- 
an urgée that Mrs.. Bennett should be com- 
pelled or urged to open this letter after 
what I have stated. I may be altogether 
too careful in reference to this matter. but 
I do not want any claim hereafter made 
against Mrs. Bennett based upon any such 
action on her parent or upon my part. As

Bennett Was Devoted to 
Bryan's Political Principles.

I have stated therein the reasons 
fer the provisions made for you and I sincerely 
hope you will accept the sum of $50,000 for your- 
self. Give the $10,000 to your wife and invest 
$15,000 for the nefit of your children, giving 
$5000 to each whenever you think it wise to turn 
the money over to them. If for any reason you 
decline to receive the entire sum or part thereof, 
I shall trust you to distribute the same according 
to your judgment among educational ani charita- 
ble institutions.

Mr. Bryan’s narrative of his intimacy 
with Mr. Bennett in those days when the 
will was under consideration woe related 
to the court as follows: “‘He asked me at 
the time if I would be willing to act as an 
executor and I told him that I would, and 
in the will Mr. Sloane, his partner, and 
myself were named as executors. Upon 
the occasion of his death I submitted to 
Mrs. Bennett the original letter to me 
about the sealed envelope, and it was upon 
this that we based our assumption of what 
was in the sealed envelope. tle stopped 
at our house on his way to the West and 
was there the Sunday prior to his death. 
I was in Iowa at the time, but went back 
to Nebraska expecting to meet him He 
arrived there a day earlier than expected 
and left before I. reached home. I kave 
all the correspondence between “Mr. Hen- 
nett and myself up tw the time of his 
death and will submit to the court all those 
letters which his honor thinks has any 
bea rin on this matter. Concerning the 
$10,000 in trust to pay to colleges or wni- 
versities to be selected by me in lota of 
$400 each for prizes for the ‘iest essays 
discussing the principles of free govern- 
ment, I will gay that since 1:% have 
established similar prizes in ahout 2 eol- 
leges and universities.

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In a Notable Interview (His Only Utterance Since He Ar- 
rived in America) the Great English Actor Declares 
That the Stage Has to Satisfy the Cul- 

-tured or Pine in Neglect. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Sir Henry Irving, 
one of the great Englishmen of his day, 
whom all America has learned to regard in 
a relationship closer and more affectionate 
than as its Anglo-Saxon cousin, is back in 
New York on his eighth professional] visit 
in twenty years. Whatever his new 
dramatic production may be—on this oc- 
casion it is “Dante,” a play which illus- 
trates the melodramatic turn which the 
creative art of Victorien Sardou has tak- 
en—his coming always brings a grateful 
stimulus to New York's interest in the art- 
istic drama. 

Bven those who are doubtful as to the 
superlative qualities of his acting ability 
cannot deny that he is the guiding spirit 
of the English-speaking stage. For more 
than three decades he has occupied a com~- 
manding position in the development of 
dramatic art, and his influence will be 
strong long after he ceases to be an active 
participant in the production of plays. 

Sir Henry views the conditions which now 
control the stage with a kindly eye. He 
gees from the view-point of the audience 
as well as from that of the actor. He is an

Post-Dispatch the present day tendencies

RY SIR HENRY IRVING 


“T+ ts exactly 20 years ago that I first 
came to America. Since then I have a 
eight visits to this country, and eac 
time it has been a new source of wonder 
to see the rapidity with which this city 
has grown. There is something in the 
very air that impels one to move with un- 
wonted energy, and I myself — felt the 

a i since my return here. 

Sdovesiduase there is a marked spirit 
of improvement. This is especially se in 
the world of the theater. 

“When I first came to New York I can 
remember that there were only about five 
important theaters. Now they have multli- 
plied tenfold, and I find that new ones are 
being bufllt constantly. 

‘There {s something to admire also in 
the new generation of theatergoers. 

‘The stage has become a cult with many, 
and it is refreshing to feel the enthusiasm 
and the receptiveness of American audl- 


optimist w 


ences. 
“T've always contended that it was a very 


cheap and empty honor that many paid to 
the drama in the abstract and withheld 
from the theater as a working institution 
in our midst. Fortunately there is less of 
this than there used to be. It arose partly, 
I fancy, from intellectual supercilliousness, 
partly from timidity as to moral contam- 
ination. 

“f remember that it was the custom to 
boast of being able to appreciate great 
authors more in reading them than in see- 
ing them acted This was a common meth- 
od of affecting special intellectuality. I 
am giad to say that this delusion, which 
was always a@ gross and pitiful one, has 
almost absolutely died out. It certainly 
conferred a very cheap badge of superior- 


ity on those who entertained it. It was 
little more than a conceited assumption 
that an unprepared reader, whose mind is 
usually full of far-off things, will see on 
the instant all that has been ceveloped in 
hundreds of years by the members of a 
studious and enthusiastic profession. 

“My own conviction,’ contimued Sir Hen- 
ry, waxing warm over the s@bject, “is that 
there are few characters or passages of 
our great dramatist which will not repay 
original study. But at least we must rec- 
ognize the vast advantages with which a 
practiced actor, impregnated by the asso- 
clations of his life, and by study—with all 
the practical and critical skill of his pro- 
fession up to the date at which he ap- 
peared, whether he adop@s or rejects tra- 
dition—addresses himself to the interpreta- 
tion of any great chamacter, even if he 
have no originality whatever. 

“There is something still more than this, 
however, in acting. Every one who has the 
smallest histrionic gift has a natura) dra- 


| matic fertility; so thet as soon as he 


knows the author's text, and obtains self- 
possession and feels at home in a part 
without being so famiBar with it, the mere 
automatic process of rehearsing and play- 
ing it at once begins to place the author 
in new lights, and to give the personage 
being played an indfviduality partly inde- 
pendent, and yet consistent with the dram- 
atist’s conception. 

“It ig the vast power a good actor has 
in this way which has led the French to 
speak of creating a part when they mean 
its being first played. French authors are 
so conscious of the extent and value of this 
co-operation of aators with them that they 
have never objected to the phrase, but, on 
the contrary, are uniformly lavish in their 
homage to the artists who have created 
on the board the parts which they them- 
selves have created on paper. 

“I must add, as additional reason for 
valuing the theater, that while there are 
comparatively few dramatists who are surf- 
ficiently classic to be read with close at- 
tention, there is a great deal of average 
dramatic literature excellently suited for 
the presentation. From this the public de- 
rive pleasure. From this they receive— 
as from fiction in literature—a great deal 
of instruction and mental stimulant. Some 
may be worldly, some social, some cynical, 
some merely humorous and witty, but a 
great deal of it, though its literary merit 
is secondary, is well qualified to bring out 
all that is most fruitful of good in common 
sympathies. 

“As respects the other feelings which used 
to stand more than it does now In the way of 
the theater—the fear of moral contamina- 
tion—it is due to the theater of our day, 
on the one hand, and to the prejudices of 
our grandfathers on the other, to confess 
that the theater of 50 years ago or less did 
need reforming in the audience part of the 
house, 

“One may depend on this, however, and 
it is that the theaters as a whole are 
never below the average moral sense of 
the time. The inevitable. demand for a 
mixture at least of. wholesome sentiment 
in every sort of dramatic production 
brings the tone of the theater to the high- 


est level at which fhe general morality of 


the time can truly be registered.

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‘We may be encouraged by the reflec- 
tion that this te truer than ever it was 
before, owing to the greater spread of 
education and the almost absolute divorce 
of the stage from mere wealth and aris- 
tocracy. Both of them come around the 
stage in abundance and are welcome as in 
the time of Queen Elizabeth. 

“But the stage is no longer & mere ap- 
pendage of court life, as it was in the 
days of Congreve and Wycherley. It is 
now the property of the educated people. 
It has to satisfy them or pine In neglect. 
And the better their demands the better 
will be the supply with which the drama 
will respond. This being not only so, but 
seen to be so, the stage is not longer 
proscribed. It is no longer under a ban. 
Iis members are no longer pariahs in s0- 
ciety. They live and bear their social 
part like others and are readily recognized 
and welcomed as the members of any 
other profession. 

“And surely it is fit that, remembering 
what the stage has been and must be, I 
should acknowledge that with few excep- 
tions the public no longer debar themselves 
from the pleasures of the theater, and no 
longer brand with any social stigma the 
professors of the histrionic art. 

“Talking to.an eminent bishop one day, 
I said to him: ‘Now, my lord, why is it 
with your love and knowledge of the 
drama, with your deep interest in the stage 
and all its belongings, and your wide sym- 
pathy with all that emnobles and refines 
our natures-——-why is it that you never go to 
the theater?’

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“Tf hope soon we shall relieve even the 
most timid bishop of all fears whatever 
that can prevent even ministers of religion 
from recognizing the wisdom of the change 
of view which has come over even the 
most fastidious public opinion on this ques- 
tion. The plous and learned of other times 
gave their countenance and approbation to 
the stage of their Gays, just as the pious 
and learned af our time give their coun- 
tenace and approbation to certain perform- 
ances of this day. 

“This is only justice, for no apology is 


needed for the stage. 


“It has but to be named to be honored. 
Too long the world has talked with bated 
breath and whispering about the humble- 
ness of ‘the poor player.’ 


“There are now few poor players. 

“Whatever variety of fortune and merit 
there may be among them, they have the 
same degrees of prosperity and respect as 
comes to members of other avocations. 
There never was so large a number of 
theaters or of actors, and their type is 
vastly improved by public recognition. 


“The stage has been serving the world 
for hundreds of years, during which it has 
contributed to the literature of the world 
some of ite greatest masterpieces in nearly 
all languages. At the same time it has 
afforded an infinity of pleasure to millions. 

“For, though the stage is not always oc- 
cupied in depicting its own period,-the new 
plays produced always reflect in many par- 
ticulars the spirit of the age in Nicene: they 
are played. 

“Tinere is a gtory of a traveler who put 
up for the night at a certain inn, on the 
door of which was the inscription: ‘Good 


entertainment for man and beast.’ His 
horse was taken to the stable and well 
cared for, and he sat down to dine. When 
the covers were removed he remarked. on 
seeing his own sorry fare: ‘Yes, this Is very 
well, but where is the entertainment for the 
man?’ 


“If everything were banished from the 
stnge except that which suits a certain 
taste, what dismal places our theaters 
would be. However. I am not one of those 
who decry the lighter forms of entertain- 
ment. No matter how fond the playgver 
may be of tragedy if you offer him noth- 
ing but horrors he may well ask: ‘What 
is the entertainment for one who wants 
an evening’s amusement?’ The humor of 
farces may not seem overrefined to a par- 
ticular class of intelligence, but there are 
theusands of people who take an honest 
pleasure in it. 


“If we really understand the value of {5 


the drama we shall not be too rigid in our 
exactions. The drama is the art of human 
nature in pic:uresque or characteristic ae- 
tion. Therefore, I believe that we should 
all be liberal in our enjoyment of-it.”

The prevail'ng opinion ts that one will be 
from the United States and another from 
Brazil, the later country having recently 
asked again that she be given a cardinal. 
Immediately upon learning of this report, 
a@ representative of the Assoctated Press 
tried to obtain some information upon the 
subject. He learned that the Pope theoret- 
ically, even in the consistory, can propose 
new members of the sacred college, and it 
is still considered certain that at least one 
other card'nal will be created Monday.

After Pope Pius was elected he received 
in audience a high American prelate. who.

The latter said 
he had often been urged to manifest to the 
vatican a preferénce for the appointment 
of another American cardinal, and he had 
‘always answered that the constitution of 
the United States forbade such initiative

INJURIES MAY PROVE FATAL 


Watchman Would Not Admit Father 
to Sick Room, and Parent Plunged 
Knife Near His Heart. 


. Charlies Johnson, age 32, who for the past 
six months has been assigned to the main 
entrance of the City Hospital as day door 
tender, was stabbed last evening by John 
Browning, age #, father of Louis Brown- 
ing, a hospital patient.

The trouble arose from the refusa] of 
Johnson to permit Browning to visit his son 
Louls, age 18, who had been admitted to 
the hospital earlier in the day.

After having been turned away three 
times Browning made a fourth attempt to 
force his way through the main corridor, 
and being repulsed drew a pocketknife and 
slashed the door-tender under the heart. 

As Johnson reeled and staggered into an 


attendant’s arms, Browning ran for the 
door and escaped. He was followed, how- 
ever, by another visitor tu the hospital 
who pursued him to Eleventh and Lucas 
streets. There a policeman was hailed and 
Browning arrested. 

He was taken back to the City Hospital, 
and Johnson, while lying on the operating 
table with the doctors sewing up the gash 
in his side, identified Browning as the man 
who had stabbed him. Browning was later 
removed to the Four Courts to await the 
outcome of his victim's injuries.

Dr. Runge of St. Louis, Declares Langu~ge Isn’t 
Strong Enough to Describe the Cruelities 
in State’s Asylums for Poor.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 7.—At anit 
day’s session of the Missouri conference 
of Charities and Corrections which began 
its first annual meeting last night in the 
house library Dr. E. C. Runge, the presi- 
dent, said no language was strong enough 
to describe adequately the cruel treat- 
ment of the insane patients in the alms- 
houses of Missouri. 

“We shall not handle this subject with 
kid gloves,” said Dr. Runge, who is sup- 
erintendent of the city insane asylum in 
St. Louis. 

Dr. Runge’s remarks were followed by 
a story told by Prof. ©. A. Elwood of 
Columbia who has been investigating the 
almshouses of the state. 

Prof. Elwood said a woman patient in 
the insane ward of one of the diissouri 
almshouses had bitten the superintend- 
ent’s hand one day while in a paroxysm. 

The superintendent, he said, had there- 
upon ordered that all the woman’s teeth 
be extracted and it was done. 

The Rev. C. A. Elwood of Columbia re- 


mates—567 men and 468 women. Of the 
number about -15 per cent are negroes. . 

Only three of these houses are modern 
in construction as far as sanitation is 
concerned. Thirty-five receive insane pa- 
tients and have 175 of that class.

That Death Was Deserved by 
Woman’s Assailant.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 7.~Tremendous 
preasure from New Orleans has been ex- 
erted in an effort to suppress further pub- 
lication containing the atrocious assauit 
on Mrs. Peter Labouisse, formerly Mrs. Os- 
good Paul of New York, by the negro who 
was lynched at Pass Christian on Friday. 

The distressing humiliation of this charm- 
ing society leader has sent a shudder into 
the most exclusive circles of society here 
and in the Bast, yet the shock has proved 
If there are any more such negro charac- 
if there are any more such negro charac- 
ters at Passe Christian, the swift and ter- 
rible punishment that Adams got will un- 
doubtedly drive them from the community. 

And to add to the strength of the exam- 
ple that the society men sought to teacs 
in pptting their hands to the hanging rope, 
it has been augmented by the stand that 
the authorities took in the matter. 

The coroner’s jury, after listening to the 
evidence, brought in a verdict declaring 
that the negro had come to his death in 
manner justifiable by his crime. It did 
not even in a general way censure tne 
cilizens of Pass Christian for taking the 
liaw in their own ds. 

Care was taken at the investigation to 
keep out of the testimony the names of 
these men.

BUFFALO BILL TO 
CLOSE WILD WEST 


Writes to Friend That He Will Soon 
Retire From the 
Business. 


Special to .the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—‘Buffalo Bill” is 
going to disband his Wild West show. 

“Buffalo Bill,’ who is known in private 
life as Col. Wm. F. Cody, has written to a 
friend in this country that as soon as his 
present tour of Europe is concluded he will 
retire from the show business and will set- 
tle down as a private citizen on his ranch 


in Wyonntng. 

‘Tl have made my last trip,” he writes, 
“and will disband the Wild West when 
I arrive in America. I am going back to 
dear old Wyoming to take up life as a 
private citizen. My business interests de- 
mand my attention, and I will spend the 
remainder of my Hfe—for I am growing 
old, you know—in peaceful pursuits.” 

The Wild West was the first of the big 
American outdoor shows to invade Europe, 
and Col. Cody became the lion of the hour. 
During his first tour of the Buropean 
capitals he was received at the court of 
nearly every reigning monafch, and the 
old eadwood coach, which was one of 
the features of his show, carried in it a 
majority of the crowned heads of Europe 
at various times, 

Cody’s life has been exciting in the exz- 
treme. From the time when he began 
his life on the plain his name has been 
almost a household word, and as pony 
express rider, buffalo hunter, scout with 
Miles, Lawton and other famous Indian 
fighters, he won fame that hag made him 
the idol of young America. 

He organized the Wild West in partner- 
ship with “Nate’’ Salisbury, and their ven- 
ture proved exceptionally fortunate. There 
has not been a season since the Wild West 
started which has not closed with a large 
balance on the profit side of the show's 
ledger. For the last five years James 
Bailey, principal owner of the Barnum & 
Bailey circus, has controlled a share of the 
Wild West and has-directed the tours of 
the organization.

OR RURAL MAIL 


Missourian Builds Automatic Deliv- 
erer and Collector That May Be 
Operated Cheaply. : 


| ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 6.—An aerial ma!) 
Carrier designed to serve rural routes is 
an invention that is being tested here. W. 
C. Kitterman of Bolckow is the inventor. 

The aerial mail carriers can be operajed 
at the rate of 4 miles an hour, he says.-A 
circuitous route 50 miles in length can be 
covered with ease in two hours, leaving at 
each farmhouse its consignment and pick- 
ing up the mail to be sent out. 

According to Mr. Kitterman eight routes 
may be operated out of one city at a total 
cost of only $2 a day besides the salary 
of the man in charge of the engine and 
dynamo. One hundred dollars a mile is 
the most ef constructing the line, and a 
Chicago firm has agreed to manufacture 
the carriers for $58 each. 

A dynamo, a emali engine, the line, and 
the receptacle attached to and suspended 
from it, are the component parta of this 
System. From each pole along the line a 
wooden arm extends, Reaching down from 
each arm are two iron rods about two 
feet apart, with hooks on the ends to hold 
the wires. The carrier, a machine with 
four small wheels and weighing about 10 
pounds, runs along on top of these wires. 
From the carrier ts suspended a large sheet 
iron receptacle, which contains a number of

$3000 a Year More 


the City of St. Louis, in view of the recent 
discussion about salary and fees received 
by him, has sent to the Post-Dispatch the 
following explanation: 

Some @ecussien having arisen as to the 
compensation of the circuit attorney, wt is 
proper that it’should be understood just 
what the law allowed in this regard. 


Louls is a fee office, with o salary in Heu 
of fees tn criminal cases. These fees are 
provided for by section 3237, revised statutes 
of 1893, applicable to prosecuting attorneys 
all over the state. Fees for convictions in 
criminal cases as classified, are $10, $12.50 
and $%, accord'ng to the character of felony 
for which a defendant Is convicted. Under 
tthe present system these fees are collected 
by the clerk of the court and turned into 
the city treasury. 

The law of 1971 makes no change in the 
compensation of the circuit attorney from 
the laws in force before that act.

“What was the longest prize fight on 
record?” is a question frequently asked. 

The one man in the world who could best 
answer the query was in 8st. Louis last 
week in connection with one of the shows 
at a local theater. His name is Jack 
Burke. 

On April 6, 1893, Burke and Andy Bowen 
fought*for over seven hours without leav-/ 
ing the ring. The fight took place at the 
old Olympic Club, New Orleans, and went 
110 rounds, Marquis of Queensbery rules, 
to a draw. 

At the end of the fight Burke had both 
hands broken and his left arm paralyzed, 
while Bowen was scarcely able to stand. 
Neither could have killed a fly. 

This historic battle is by long odds the 
- | greatost ever fought. The exact duration 
of the fight was seven hours and twenty 
Lminutes. Three referees were tired out and 
many of the spectators went home for sup- 
per and returned to see the finish of the 
fight. 

Burke and Bowen were both lightweights 
of some reputation at the time.

“Tf this means anything, it means that corruptionists, trust 
. or their tools or any man who is serving special in- 
as opposed to public welfare, will have no voice in Mr. 

Folk’s counci!s and will have no influence in determining either 

his appointments or his policy as governor. In short, men like 

Siebert, Cook, Stone and others like them who have served as 

the agents of trusts and other special interests and who have 

made the power of the party the servant of special interests, 
will be without voice or influence in Mr. Folk’s administration. 

Ys Mr. Folk willing to stand upon and abide by a pledge of this 

kind? 

Referring to the question with regard to the police, Mr. 
Folk says: “The use of the police in favor of one side or the 
other in a political controversy is undemocratic and unameri- 
ean and should not be allowed or tolerated. * * * They 
should understand that their duty to the public is above their 
obligations to any party.” 

If this means anything it means that Mr. Folk, if elected 
governor, will reorganize the police boards of the large cities 
with a view solely to nonpartisan public service; that he will 
put a stop to political assessments of the police and to their 
use in any way as the adjunct or factor of the party organi- 
zation; thnt his police commissioners will make police appoint- 
ments on the basis of merit alone, will instruct the police to 
keep order at the polls and to arrest both Democrats and Re- 
publicans who attempt to create disorder or to violate the 
sanctity of the ballot box. Will Mr. Folk favor a law making 
the police boards bipartisan and depriving them of the power to 
app>priate at will money out of the treasuries of the cities? 

Referring to the election laws, Mr. Folk says: “I have done 
and will continue to do all in my power to give the state good 
election laws and to enforce them fairly and impartially.” 

If this means anything, it means that Mr. Yolk will urge the 
adoption of laws under which the opportunity for the commis- 
sion of fraud by either party will be reduced to a minimum 
and that he will appoint boards which will impartially enforce 
the laws.

He says; “Their (that is, the corporations’) 
property should be assessed and taxed by the board of equali- 
ration at the same rate in proportion. to actual value, as the 

ty of private individuals, and in doing this the value of 
franchises should be taken into consideration.” 

This is practically the excuse offered by the members of the 
board of equalization who have opposed the just assessment 
of franchise corporations, for their action. They have at- 
tempted to prove that the property of these corporations has 
been taxed “at the same rate in proportion to actual value” 
as the property of private individuals, and that they have 
taken the value of franchises into consideration.

Carver of Harvard University, describes 
the corn operations of David Rankin of 
Tarkio, Mo., the largest corn-grower in 
the world. Mr. Rankin operates 14 ranches, 
with a total acreage of more than %,000 
acres. The following is a summary of his 
farming operations for the year 1901: 
Number of cattle fed 
Net proceeds 
Net proceeds per head 
Number of hogs fed , 
Net proceeds $111,439.02 
Expense per acre, in the way of 
labor, materials, etc., not includ- 
ing interest on the value of the 
land, horse flesh and tools 
Corn bought (bushels)

raised on his 14 ranches). 

Mr. Rankin employs in the nebitiniihecs 
of 250 men, at the rate of $25 per month and 
board, the year round, or $% and board 
during the farming season, He economizes 
labor by using double plows, double listers 
two-row cultivators, etc., and causing each 
man to drive from four to six horses, In 
the height of the corn-plowing season he 
had 150 two-row cultivators at work on his 
various ranches.

AGES OF WOMEN.

It may seem strange that women have 
preferences for particular ages. An in- 
spection of the census, however, leaves no 
room for doubt that certain years are pre- 
ferred, and certain other years disliked, 
by the members of the gentler sex.

ON BOARD THE 
TOWBOAT CLARK 

The sun continued its shining record 
Monday morning. I didn’t keep pace with 
it. and as a result caught only a glimpse 
of Osceola, Ark., when we were miles away 
from there. 

Monday was a day of boats. Early in the 
morning we met the Joseph Henry, a gov- 
ernment lighthouse bost. 

She was making visits to the lighthouses 
along the river, paying the lighthouso keep- 
ers and supplying them with oil for the 
coming three months. 

We found the first bluffe of the day at 
Fort Pillow. They are part of the Chicka- 
@aw range, and were good to look upon aft- 
er the long stretch of lowlands. 

“I always think whenever I pass here,” 
said Capt. Voltz, “‘of the five days I was 
@ prisoner there with little or nothing to 
eat.”’ 

The rest of us, sure that a story was com- 
ing, became etill. I stood close up to the 
wheel that I might hear every word. 

"Tt was early in the war,’ continued the 
captain, “and I thought I could run the 
blockade. I had been up in Missouri and 
was coming back. The boat I was on, in- 
stead of going through to Memphis, went 
back to Cairo from Fort Pillow. I got off 
to look around and wait for another boat. 
I was standing still one day when a num- 
ber of Confederate soldiers came down and 
placed me under arrest. 

“They took me up to the port and put 
me in the guard house. There were other 
men in there, but I wasn't permitted to 
@peak- to them. 

“They didn’t give me anything to eat, 
and I guess I would have starved to death 
if it hadn't been for two young fellows in 
the army I knew—Taylor and Bates. They 
shared their rations with me whenever 
they could. 

“J remember one day when I was lying 
out there on a board. They were thinking 
about hanging me for a spy, although I 


hadn't done anything. They took my en- 
@ineer’s license away from me. I didn't 


have much else, but my sister’s picture 
and a Bible my mother gave me when | 
went away from home. 

“The soldiers I knew 
trouble to a eteamboatman, a 
mine. who cam» into port. 

“He came up to see me. 

“ ‘Don't worry,’ he said, ‘I'll go down 
to Memphis and fix up things so you'll get 
out all right. How are you off for food?’ 

“J tol4 him that I hadn't had anything 
to eat except when the boys would share 
their rations with me. 

“‘T’'ll send you something,’ he said ‘as 
he went away. He went down to the boat 
and filled a bucket with good things. He 
@ave it to a soldier to carry it back. 

“The soldier ate the food and threw 
the bones and the bucket into the river. 

“Colonel, afterwards General, Walker 
was in command of the fort. 

“When I was free I didn't know that 1 
Was at liberty. I was lying down on the 
board again thinking of my troubles, when 
@ soldier came up and kicked me in the 
gide—so hard that I sometimes feel that 
kick yet. 

“Hie told me to ‘git.’ I went down the 
hilt on the double’quick with him after 
me. There was a boat thére, and he drove 
me aboard. He didn't come in himself. 
I was a sight. I had on five shirts. I had 
no valise, and I hadn't had my face 
washed for five days. 

“T asked the barber to !cond me a comb, 
Sut he wouldn't. I combed my hair with 
my fingers. All the money I had was % 
cents. 

“The clerk gave me a place to sleep but 
I couldn't sleep. I didn’t know what was 
going to become of me. In the cabin I 
had seen a number of Confederate officers. 
Next morning I looked in the cabin and 
eaw a man I knew come into breakfast. 
TAttie while after I saw another. The clerk 
gave me a place, and I went in. 

“This isn't you, Fred? asked one of 
my friends. I told them my story. 

“Between them they fixed me up in the 
way of clothes. When I got to Memphis 
the fear of hanging was still upon me. I 
@idn’t go ashore as the other passengers 
414. I jumped to another boat and got off 
that way. 

“T was a free man, but I could scarcely 
realize it. I went to see John Washing- 
ton when I got to Memphis, and he told 
me that things were all right. I never 
pass Fort Pillow, even now, without 
thinking of the five days I was so close to 
the hangman's rope.” 

Just below Fort Pillow we passed the 
Seale of St. Louis, loaded with lumber. A 
few houses on a slanting hillside was 
pointed out as Randolph. once a rival of 
Memphis. 

Poor little Randolph, with her steep 
roads of yellow clay, can never hopa to 
compete with her beautiful sister farther 
down the river. 


A Deserted Sweetheart 
of the Mississippi. 


Randolph is one of the deserted sweet- 
hearts of the Mississippi. You may talk, 
4 you will, of sad things, but to me there 
fe much pathos in the story of a town that 
the river leaves.

We met the J. M. Linder with a raft of 
logs backing up the river. Farther back 
we had seen a man on a raft of logs all 
alone out in the river. We concluded that 
the Linder was going back after the man 
on the raft. I hoped it was. I think that 
lone man out on that raft of logs in the 
Mississippi will always be a type of im- 
mense soltitude to me. 

Shortly after noon the Beaver passed us. 
I was settled way out on the end of the 
coal bridge. The men on the filot house 
evidently had a spirited argument as 
to me. 

They turned the glasses on me and 
talked much. I waved my handkerchief. 
I suppose they wondered where the S. H. 
H. Clark had gotten a roustabout that 
wore skirts and looked pensively at the 
water when not on duty. 

Shortly before 3 o ‘clock we saw Memphis 
on the hill. Again I was prompted to pull 
the hat pin out of my hat.and salute—not 
biue grass this time, but one of the coming 
cities of the South. 

Memphis can teach St. Louis much in the 
way of its river altitude Memphis owns 
its own river front. Its public buildings are 
where folks on the river can see them. Its 
levee has width. Its street cars come down 
to the levee. Its custom house and library 
that look down on the river front have a 
grass-covered terrace before them. Walk- 
ing about on the lawn before the custom 
house were a number of persons, among 
them a woman dressed in white. 

The village across from Memphis is much 
whitewashed. Whitewash is used instead 
of paint or nothing at all in most of the lt- 
tle river landings. 


We did not land at Memphis. Our yawl 
took out letters in, and brought back our 
mail. It was a time of much mental ex- 
citement to me while the yaw! was gone. 

We hadn't had mail since we left Cairo 
Saturday morning. The last paper we'd 
seen was one of Friday. 


“Wonder what's happened?” thought I as 
I looked at the Memphis bridge so that it 
wouldn't seem that I was intensely interest- 
ed in the coming of the mail. ‘‘Next time 
I go any place I'll go where I can’t get a 
word of news until my trip's all over. This 
state of mind won't do," I decided.

She wasn’t dressed for 
company, either. 

She called her husband ‘“‘Mistah Elliott,”’ 
and cautioned her son Sammie to watch for 
the “Jim Lee,” a Memphis boat that was 
taking on cotton across the river. 

She prepared a bucket of butter and sev- 
eral letters for the “Jim Lee,"’ then she 
came back to the fire. She crossed her 
feet, talked about the crops and spit into 
the fire. 

At first I thought I was mistaken, but 
she repeated the performance several times. 
It was not in the least repulsive; it seemed 
rather naive 

“Is she actually chewing tobacco,” I 
wondered. Her mouth looked so sweet and 
pretty that that seemed impossible. 


Mr. Elliott and Capt. Tams went up to 
the landing to buy papers from the “Jim 
Lee,”” and Mrs. Eliott, Sammie and I 
stayed around the fire. 

She walked to the mantelpiece and took 
down a silver box. She dug around in it 
with a toothpick, and then placed the 
toothpick in her mouth. The dainty little 
woman wasn’t chewing tobacco; she was 
only “taking snuff."" We talked of high 
water, Memphis, the World's Fair, pecans, 
malaria, swamp fever and some other

“This lady wants to see a cotton gin, 
Mr. Smith,"" said the man to whom I was 
speaking to a pleasant faced man that 
came from the back of the store. 

“We've got a cotton gin,” sald Mr. 
Smith. “It's a half mile from here I'll 
show you where it is.” 

We went out of the plantation § store, 
walked through a yard and clitnbed a low 
grassy hill. The grassy hill stretched such 
a long distance that I wondered a bit until 
I recognized it as a levee. 

“This is your levee?” I asked. 

‘This is the government levee; the one 
below the store is our private levee. We 
are doubly protected.’ 

1 looked back and saw another hill not so 
high as the one I had just climbed. I 
had crossed it in coming from the river, 
but in my joy at finding a plantation I had 
failed to notice the levee. 

‘‘There’s the gin,”’ said Mr. Smith, point- 
ing down a sandy road to a white gin 
house and shed. “If there was a nigger 
here with a dray I'd make him take you 
over. As it is, I'll take you over myself, 
if you don’t mind.” 

I didn't mind. We walked between cot- 
ton fields, but off in the distance I saw a 


corn field: 

“Do you raise corn, too?’’ I asked. 

‘Not much,” he replied. ‘We let you all 
raise the corn. Cotton keeps us busy.”’ 

We met negro plantation hands going to 
and from their work. We saw four little 
pickaninnies out playing in the grass near 
one of the plantation houses for the help. 
It was bufit for several families and had a 
long porch in front. There were beds on 
the porch. ‘‘We call that the ‘hop joint,’ ’’ 
explained my guide. 

When we reached the gin we saw big cot- 
ton wagons loaded to the top with cotton 
fresh from the fields. It made me think 
of a street department wagon after a big 
snow. 

One wagon was underneath a long pipe 
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came back with two letters. 

One was a pilot's report, the other was 
for Capt. Kellogg. There wasn't even a 
postal card for me. No papers had come 
for anyone. 

I looked hard at the Memphis bridge—its 
piers are wonderfully white, not a bit 
smoked. 

The pilots and Capt. Tams were so inter- 
ested in the report they didn’t know of 
my disappointment. I went downstairs 
and watched the roustabouts wheel coal, 
that I might learn contentment. 

We landed early near Scanlan’s landing. 
The Beaver came up and landed just. be- 
low us. A woman wearing a bright-colored 
dress and a boy ran down from a house on 
the bank to see the Beaver tie up. 

At 6 o'clock we heard the plantation bell 
ring and the whistle of the cotton gin be- 
low. After supper some of the officers of 
the Beaver came aboard to talk river with 
our pilots. 

Capt. Louis and I went ashore to buy 
milk for the steward. We went in the 
skiff, climbed up a cockle-burr-covered bank 
and found our way through cottonwoods 
to a dusty road. 

A short distance up the road was a gate 
through which we passed into the yard of 
an Arkansas farmhouse. We stepped up 
on the long porch, where we were met by 
a 6-foot i-inch Arkansan, who bade us 


come in. 

As we crossed the threshold he said: 
“My name is Elliett. Won't you all set up 
to the fire.” 

The captain introduced himself and me. 
Mrs. Elliott and her son, Samuel, came 
from the kitohen. She was the woman and 
he the boy whom we had seen earlier in 
the evening. I expected the captain to ask 
about milk before he sat down, but that 
ien’t the way you do business in the South. 

We “sat up’ to the fire. I had an easy 
rocker.” Mr. Elliott offered dis to his 
wife. I tallied one for southern courtesy. 
The fire was of hackberry logs in a big, 
brick fireplace. The house doors were 
open, but the fire took the chill out of the 
river air. 

The walls of the house were lathed but 
unplastered, the floor was of hard boards, 
clean and yellow, the furniture was mod- 
ern. Above the fireplace was a great clock, 
much like the kind one finds in school 
rooms or offices. ,

I thanked 
her for letting me visit her, and she said: 

‘We all were mighty glad to have you-all 
come to see us.”

Miss Marion Sees 
a Real Plantation. 


“Will you please tell me if there's a cot- 
ton gin any place near here,’ I said as I 
walked into the Abbay plantation store in 
Mississippi Tuesday morning at exactly 9 
by the big store clock. 

No one answered me for a second. A 
tall black woman with her head wound 
with a bandanna turned from the counter 
where she was making purchases and re- 
garded me with astonishment. 

The man behind the counter stopped still. 
The men around the stove quit their talk- 
ing and looked forward. I hastened to é¢x- 
plain. I told them that I was from the 
8S. H. H. Clark, a towboat tied up on the 
shore fora few hours while the pilots went 
aboard the Beaver to souhd the river sev- 
eral miles south. I didn't tell them that 
I had longed so to set foot on Mississippi 
soil that the second mate had put a plang 
out so that I could go ashore. 

Neither did I say auebt of my wander-

‘That fellow Folk’s giving you-all] lots 
of fun,”” said Mr. Smith, “I knew him 
when he was a boy over in Nashville. 

‘‘He didn’t look like such a smart fellow 
then, but his father was awful smart. So's 
his brother.’’ 

“He suhtinly is giving you- -all lots of 
amusement.’ 

‘Last time I was up in St. Louis,’ said 
the stout young man, “it was the time 
the get-rich-quick companies were break- 
ing up. Seems to me folks would have 
more sense than to put their money into 
such concerns.”’ 

All along I'd been supposing that the 
stout young man wag a player of the races. 
He had that air, and I was much sur- 
prised when he began to moralize. 

About this time I began to be worried. 
My boat was some distance away, and I 
was afraid the Beaver had returned and 
it was time for us to start down the river. 

The only thing that was keeping us was 
a negro unloading a wagon load of wood. 
He took off one stick at a time, and I 
wondered whether he would be through 
before doomsday. Mr. Smith went over 
and talked to him and the wood went off 
with more rapidity. 

I got in the wagon by climbing on the 
woodpile and stepping across. 

We left the stout young man and went 
rapidly through the cotton fields, 

The mules on the wagon were from Mis- 
souri—I guess. They looked wise, and Mr. 
Smith said that he bought them at the Na- 
tional Stockyards, in East St. Louis. 

The wagon was a St. Louis product. Mr. 
Smith showed me the ruins of what was 
once the mansion house of the plantation. 
“It was destroyed by gunboats in the war,”’ 
he said. 

I looked at what was left of a once beau- 
tiful home and wondered not that the 
South should feel resentment. It must be 
hard to forgive the destruction of your 
home, and the Abbay home was only one 
of many. 

I said as much to Mr. Smith. 

“That feeling hag mostly died out,”’ he 
replied. “The war was a good thing for 
us. It was a bad thing for the niggers. 
Now we pay them wages and have no re- 
sponsibility. They take care of themselves. 
We likethem, though, and they like us. We 
call them our niggers yet. I can control 
more niggers with an ax handle than 10 
Memphis policemen could with guns, re- 
volvers and clubs. They’d work for me. 
They'd just be bad niggers for the police- 
men.”’ 

We came to a gate. Before the negro 
driver, busy with his Missouri mules (J 
guess) could hand his lines to Mr. Smith, 
that ‘gentleman was down on the ground 
opening the gate. He did the same thing at 
the next gate. 

Perhaps that helpfulness was one of the 
reasons why ‘our niggers like us.”’ 

We went into the plantation store that I 
might be weighed. Never mind the weight. 
The store was like a department store in 
having all sorts of things, from dry goods 
to tobacco. 

“You may drive over with this lady to 
her boat,’’ said Mr. Smith to Mr. Mahon, 
the young man whom I had first addressed 
in my quest for a cotton gin. 

They swept out the wagon while we 
waited, and then my escort and I climbed 
in. AS we crossed the levee we spoke 
of the levee convention at New Orleans. 
“Our boss has gone down there this week: 
he’s down for one of the biggest speeches,” 
Mr. Mahon said. ; 

Then he told me of the concern my en- 
trance in the plantation store had occa- 
sioned. 

“I was so surprised I couldn’t answer 
you at first,” he said. “We live here 
without the society of ladies. ‘We get along 
pretty well, but we suhtinly 40 appreciate 
them when they come. I knew you were 
from the North, though, right away.”’ 

I suppose I'll put in the rest of my Hfe 
wondering how he knew. Was it my un- 
softened ‘‘a’s,"’ my long coat, or my curios- 
ity concerning a cotton gin? 

Everybody on board the boat was watch- 
ing for my return. The Beaver was coming 
back, and it was almost time for us to 
start down the river. 

“Next time you come this way be sure 
to stop and see us,’ said Mr. Mahon as 
he went ashore. 

It was all so like a story book that I 
wondered whether I hadn't sat on the front 
of the barge and dreamed it all. 

The great big plantation store, the many 
negroes, the cotton flelds, the gin, the stout 
young man, the courteous men of the 
stables, the “take yo" time” air had been 
imaginative before to me Their realiza- 
tion was like seeing a beautiful play well 
stuged and well acted—only the joy was 
greater. 

“The lost is found,” announced the cap- 
tain through the megaphone. 

Like “Little Annie’ coming back from 
her rambles, I carried three cotton bolls in 
my hand to show where I'd been. 

Mr. Mahon came on board the boat. 
Though a dGweller by the river, he had 
never been on a steamboat. It was of as 
much interest to him as the cotton gin had 
been to me. I don't know how much of his 
time he'd spent in studying about Robert 
Fulton, but I know that I've always given 
Eli Whitney much attention.

CARMODY TO GIVE 
BRILLIANT MEET 


New Track at Union Avenue and 
Natural Bridge Road Is Near- 
ly Complete. 


BY R. D. WALSH. 


Another Richmond has appeared in the 
local racing situation in the person of 
Capt. P. J. Carmody. He has shied his 
castor in the ring and promises to enliven 
“the sport of kings’’ during the racing 
season of 1904. The success which attended 
Capt. Carmody’s management of the Kin- 
loch’ track in 1902 prompied him to embark 
in the racing business on his own account, 
and so, early this summer, he organized 
what is now known as the 8t. Louls Union 
Jockey Club. 

The grounds of the new club are at Union 
avenue and Natural Bridge Road, and con- 
tain over 100 acres of fertile land inter- 
spersed with beautiful specimens of oak 
and maple, and having in their center two 
lovely lakes of spring water which give a 
charming variety to the entire landscape. 

The work of grading and building the 
track has been in steady progress for the 
last two months, and the contractors ex- 
pect to have it completed early in Decem- 
ber. The material of which the track its 
composed is similar to that of Kinloch, and 
it therefore follows that it will be a very 
fast one. 

The grandstand at the Union track will be 
one of the finest in the West, not except- 
ing those at the Fair Grounds and Wash- 
ington Park. It will be 400 feet long by 120 
wide and will be two stories in height. It 
is already nearing completion. The betting 
ring will be located under the southwestern 
corner of the grandstand and a unique 
feature of it will be that persons in the 
grandstand can see the odds , without having 
to apply to a messenger boy for the infor- 
mation.

There are several objectionable fea- 
tures to it, and Capt. Carmody states that 
when his track is in operation the system 
will be so managed that the women specu- 
lators, who are debarrtéd from going to the 
betting ring, will be treated with ample 
justice. From the dilatory tactics pursued 
by the Western Jockey Club in giving dates 
to the Hot Springs Jockey Club for a win- 
ter meeting the outlook for the Union 
Jockey Club in securing satisfactory dates 
for its meeting may not appear rosy just 
now. The Western Jockey Club is a trust 
in every sense of the word with peculiarly 
autocratic powers. The S8t. Louis race 
tracks are strongly represented in this or- 
ganization, and when it comes to a ques- 
tion of giving dates to the Union Jockey 
Club, St. Louis will doubtless control the 
situation. 

Capt. Carmody Is therefore somewhat at 
the mercy of his rivals in the racing busi- 
ness, but he claims that he is on friendly 
terms with them all, and that he has no 
doubt that he will get the dates he wants. 
His strongest claim to consideration is 
based on the moderation of his request. 

All he wants is 30 days continuous racing 
at any time from May 1 to Nov. 1. In this 
time he guarantees he will give a high-class 
meeting patterned after Washington Park, 
with no purse less than $500 and stakes and 
handicaps of proportionate value. 

He intends to name his opening stake the 
Carmody Handicap and his club will add 
$10,000 to the event. This will be a respecta- 
ble addition to the World's Fair Handicap 
of $60,000 and the St. Louls Derby of $16,000, 
which will be run in June next at the Fair 


Grounds. 


New Track Will 
Aid Local Racing. 


What effect will the new Union Jockey 
Club have on local racing? It should be in 
every respect beneficial. The diverse inter- 
ests represented by the various tracks will 
appeal to public support on the programs 
which they will present and on the manner 
and methods in which these programs are 
carried out. There will, of necessity, be 
rivalry, and as competition is the life of 
trade, the public should get better -value 
for their money than when there is a4 
monopoly of the business:

George Tebeau Says American Asso- 
ciation Will Not Arbitrate With 
Western League.

Tebeau's statement is contained in a lIet- 
ter which he wrote to Dale Gear, manager 
of the agpociation team in Kansas City.

‘There will be no board of arbitration ap- 
pointed to séttle the territorial d'spute be- 
tween the American Association and West- 
ern League. That scheme was suggested by 
Burns at St. Louis, but not accepted by 
me. There is nothing to arbitrate. The 
western has intimated that it would leave 
Kansas City for a money consideration. If 


the American Association desires to show a 
jiberal spirit, it is for the American to say 
what it will give, not a case to arbitrate.

Fight lives have been snuffed out in six 
weeks of football playing this year. With- 
In a period of one week no less than five 
fatalities occurred in different parts of the 
country. 

The list is a heavy one, and on tts face 
appears to indicate that the rule makers 
have not yet eliminated the dangerous fea- 
tures of the gameé. 

If the history of the cases is followed 
up, however, the list loses some of its ter- 
ror. Of course there is no getitng away 
from the fact that but for football the 
men would have been alive, but the deaths 
of at least four of the men were not due 
to the roughness of the sport. 

The case of Thornton Wheeler was the 
old story of the untrained player taking 
part in a sport he had no business in. 
Wheeler was 9% years old and had not 
been in training for the sport at the time 
of the contest. The warning against un- 
trained men getting into the game has 
been so often repeated that accidents should 
not be held up to the game if they result. 

Robert Lewing @ted from no injury re- 
ceived, but from a weak heart. He was @ 
Baltimore medical college student and in 
the game with Annapolis, while about to 
take his place in the line, he fell to the 
ground dead. An autopsy was held and 
cardiac syncope stated as the cause of his 
death. Any violent strain might have 
caused Lewin's demise, other than foot- 
ball. 

John Withnell’s sad death itn this city 
was not a consequence of football rough- 
ness. Withnell was kicked in the spine by 
one of his own side—an accident that has 
never occurred before in the game. 

John R. Haughton was injured, sup- 
posedly not seriously, in a game at South 
Bend, Ind.; his death resuited from blood 


poisoning, not from the direct injury. 

In nearly all the other cases extenuating 
circumstances could be noted.

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WEEK'S REDUCTION IN 
LOANS, $11,400,000 


At Last They Have Reached the Low 
Point for Which Wall Street 
Was Looking 


STANDING AT $900,000,000.

NDW YORK, Nov. 7.—The Evening Post's 
Wall street review today says: 

Considering what the market had expect- 
ed, the weekly bank statement was an 


agreeable surprise; however, the statement 
Was negatively favorable. , 

It was positively favorable to the extent 
of an $11,400,000 loan reduction—the largest of 
any week since March. This heavy cut, 
following last week's $4,400,000 expansion, 
indicates that a large special operation has 

n begun and closed during t fortnight. 

It shows more tha that, however, for 
with this week's*tontraction, the total loan 
account stands practically at $900,000,0v0. 

This is the point towards which Wall 
street has long been lookin wistfully. 
It is the lowest figure reached since Jan- 
uary and fairly shows that_a normal con- 
traction process is at work. 

The odd fact is, that with all this recent 
sharp reduction, loans stand today less 
than $5,000,000 below June BW, when the 
rush of stock liquidation began. Consider- 
ing what debts have been perforce paid 
off in the interval, the showing is singular. 

As a consequence of the loss in cash, 
sirplus reserves fall to $,400,000. This is 
pretty low for the present date; in fact, 

elow any year for a decade past, except 
1900 and 1899. But it is not an altogether 
nee showing, when the market’s power to 

old has been demonstrated. The

Yet the pressure 
to sell the preferred stock far outweighed 
that to sell the second bonds and gave no 
sign of any absorption for syndicate ac- 
eccunt. The difference in the prices of the 
preferred stock and the bonds was thus 
Gonsiderably extended, and this difference 
measures the profit to the syndicate ol 
tne process of conversion, aside from the 
4 per cent commission insured to it under 
the contract with Yhe corporation on the 
par value of the preferred stock converted. 
The incident which was most effective 
in disturbing sentiment over the iron and 
steel trade conditions was the cut in price 
of steei billets of & per ton. Reports of 
large sales of steel products for foreign 
account were considered corroborative of 
of the shrinkage of the domestic demand 
and the break in prices to secure the for- 
el market. Fears were felt of a general 
renbotion of prices for all lines of steel pro- 
ducts and a process of contraction. Plans 
for further restriction of output, a decrease 
in the scale of wages and rumors of a large 
reduction im the force of laborers employed 
helped to feed the apprehension of the spec- 
ulative public over the future of the in- 
dustrials of this class. Stocks of indepen- 
dent iron and steel companies were affected 
in sympathy, though less acutely than the 
Unjted States Steel securities. 

The continued resumption of the conser- 
vative attitude of bankers and money lend- 
érs. which had begun to be somewhat re- 
laxed with the long delay in the crop-mov- 
ing demand for currency. ‘s favorable.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—Important results have 

been attained by the new cancer treatment. 

It was discovered by Dr. Otto Schmidt 
of Cologne, and investigated by Dr. Jesse 
Johnson of London, who has given the re- 
sults of his observation to the medical so- 
ciety here. 

Dr. Schmidt does not claim finality for his 
discovery, but he asserts he has isolated the 
specific parasite which causes cancer. 

Many parasites have already been discov- 
ered, notably by Dr. Gaylord in America, 
as associated with cancer. Dr. rmidt 
maintains that they are all one and the 
same, their shape and appearance being de- 
termined by varying conditions. By alter- 
ing the cemditions, Schmidt has made his 
parasite assume all these different ap- 
pearances. He uses-this parasite in two d f- 
ferent forms, either sterilized or as serum 
obtained in the usual way of inoculating an- 

mals. 

By injecting the sterilized parasite —_ 
a cancer patient, he becomes feverish, and, 
in about fen hours, the cancerous growth 
becomes ceed ag | inflamed. injeete’ into 
healthy persons, including himself. the pre- 
paration produced no result, so that it also 
constitutes a test of doubtful growth. 

In every -Cancer case of twenty- 
tried, the cancerous owth ge oe | be- 
came surrounded with a scar the tissue 
contracting the growth and leading to its 
degeneration. 

“he treatment reduces malignant tumors 
to innocent growths, limits their spreading 
power and renders removal effective.

for the crime. If you are satisfied to pay the 

money whieh rightfully belongs to us and eal 
it quits “we wili do lhaewiwe and never 
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it could be sea'ded to death. A dozen heavily 
armed men were on board. 

The conspirators were aware of the attempt 
to trap them and no red light was displayed. 

The next day, Aug. 24, the bridge across the 
Yellowstone River at Livingston was dyna- 
mited. A time fuse was used. The evident 
design was to wreck the North Coast limited. 
but the dynamite exploded a few minutes be- 
fore the train reached the bridge. 

The next day a freight train was dyramited 
at Bozeman: The engineer and several train- 
men were injured. 

Several other dynamite explosions left no 
doubt the company had to deal with desperate 


@ moment's notice. Six packs of trained blood- 
hounds were obtained from Texas and Ne- 
twaska. A small army of Pinkertons and depu- 
ties were employed. Trackmen were kept walk- 
ing ceaselessly along the tracks looking for dy- 


namite. 
Other letters were received, one giving other 
directions how the mioney should be sent. They 


were ignored. 

Many sticks of dynamite were found along 
the track. A store of dynamite caps and fuse 
were found in a hollow at the end of the Mul- 


lan tunnel. 

Fianlly notice was given, in the following 
letter, that the ransom had been doubled: 
To the Board of Directors. 

Dear Sir: As you fail to pay the ransom we 
now double the ransom. which tg $60,000. All the 
trouble we have to go through you people will 
yay for it. We mean business; we wil) do as 
stated In the first letters. We will notify the 
yeople that they take their life in hands to 
travel uver your road. If you people bad paid 
the. ransom you would have ever been both- 
ered by us. If you people make out your mind 
to pay thie ransom place the same signal as 
hefore. If you are willing to pay this ransom 
hefore Oct. 4 leave Butte, Mont., on Oct. 4.at 
sp. m.. with a light engine, not more than three 
men; ao by way of Helena, Mont., at a rate of 
¥ miles an hour. If th‘s is not paid by Oct. 4 
we will raise the ransom again; this letter to be 
returned with the ransom. 

This letter was aiso ignored, and then one 
vame which stated that unless the money was 
paid by Oct. 5, the general offices of the com- 
pany at Livingston would be blown off the face 


of the earth. 


The dynamite was laid behind the fish plates 
so that it could not be seen. 

Detectives hurried to the scene with blood- 
hounds, but a heaxy rain fell and the dogs 
were of ro use. 

Every day the ¢onspirators became more au- 
dacious. They wrote to Chief of Police Travis 
of Helena that unless he abated his activity 
they would dynamite his house. 

Vice-President Hanaford was constrained to 
admit the gravity of the situation. However, 
he said: “We will continue to refuse to 
grant their demands, even if it costs five times 
#50,000 to catch them and send them over the 
road. We have prepared to go to the limit. 
We will if necessary guard the rear and front 
of every train to and from the coast with pilot 
engines and men.” 

Late on Saturday night the railway officers, 
having received an intimation that the tracks 
west of Helena were to be dynamited, placed 
extra guards on duty. Two of these patrolmen 
discovered a man digging under one of the 
rails near Blossburg. 
man took to his heels. Shots were fired at 
him, but without result. In @ few moments 
all trace of the man was gone, but the sound 
of hoof beats was distinctly heard. 

Early on Sunday morning a posse was started 
on his trail, which was made plain by a pe 
culiar hoof mark found in the earth where the 
excavation had been made by the alleged dy- 
namiters. Late in the day they came upon 
Giravelle. He mounted his horse and endeav-

The shadow of the boll weevil extends to 
Europe. In England two score of big mills 
have been closed by reason of the scarcity of 
cotton, and 22,000 men, women and children 


are out of employment. Some of them are 
starving. Others have been reduced to beg- 
vary. 

No man could do greater evil to this coun 
try or to the world at large than to release a 


.few:’ hundred of the Mexican boll weevils in 


each of the southern cotton states. 

The crop of Egypt is utterly inadequate to 
relieve the situation. 

The total cotten crop: of the world amounts 
tu about 13,900 000 bales, of which this country 
furnishes about 11,000,000 bales and all the 
other countries about 2,000,000 bales. 

The product has grown up ‘to this magniti- 
cent total from 870.415 bales in 1829. In the 
opinion of many planters it reached: its cre- 
scendo and will now begin to dwindle as the 
dread bol! weevil advances, until it is practi- 
cally ruined. | 

So far nothing has avaired against the boll 
weevil. f. 

Burn it, beat it, soak it with poisonous spray, 
thresh it with revolving brushes, curse it, as 
only ‘Texas planters ean curse, and it still 
creeps slowly forward at the pate of 75 miles a 
vear. . All the science and wisdom of the na- 
tional department of agriculture has been of 
no avail to stop it. 

What will be the end? As yet the dreaded 
cureuljo is confined to Texas, where it is cost 
ing the state fully $20,000,000 a year.

[THIN nine years the boll weevil-has 
caused actual losses to the Texas 
cotton planters aggregating $70,- 

000,000. I estimate that the pest will cause 
a loss this year of more than 500,000 bales of 
cotton, with a cash value of more than $23,000,- 
(0 dollars. The loss from this source last year 
aggregated 500,000 bales. 

During. the preceding years following the 


weevil’s first appearance in Texas, the losses 
- amounted to many thousands of bales, but ne 


strict record was kept of them, owing to the

any practical or successfu] remedy will ever 
he found for eradicating the weevil. 

L believe that they will continue to spread 
until they have covered every part of the cot-

The cotton industry is permanently crippled, 
if not altogether doomed.

Conn., has spent less than $50, and on 
wages averaging only $12 a month has 
saved $5200. 

This amazingly thrifty man was born in 
Ireland 5 years ago. He was educated 
for the priesthood and entered the Fran- 
ciscan order. 

Coming to Derby he obtained employment 
from Philip Jones, a farmer living on 
White Hillx. a section of the country to 
the west of Derby, and remained with Mr. 
Jones for 14 years. Then Daniel Nichols, 
a duiryman, recognizing Mahaney's su- 
perior worth as a dairy hand, made him an 
offer which brought the young Irishman 
to the Nichols farm, where he remained 
for more than 16 years. He then trans- 
ferrea his services to Sherif! Benjamin 
Hubble, a liveryman In East Derby, from 
whose house Mamaney began saving as 
soon as he received his first wages in 
Derby. His plan was to allow his wages 
to neeumulate in the hands of his em- 
ployer untt] one year's pay was due him, 
when he would draw the money and place 
it in the bunk. Once In the bank never a 
penny was drawn out. During the period 
of 22 years not one single check ever ap- 
peared against the account of Patrick Ma- 


| N 32 years Patrick Mahaney of Derby, 


huney. 
His board and room came gratis from the 


man for whom he worked, and his clothes 
as a rule were old garments cast aside by 
his employer, so that his actual living ex- 
penses umounting to nothing, and since he 
neither drank, smoked nor chewed to- 
bucce. he sacrificed no penny of his in- 

the altar of indulgence. He 


Mahaney never loaned money. Although 
many opportunities for putting his cash 
out at a higher rate of interest than it was 
drawing in the savings banks were offered, 
he refused on every occasion. He never 
speculated even in the amallest way. He 
never bought anything with a view to dis- 
posing of it at a profit. Never during his 
32 years In Derby was he known to show a 
disposition to seek any source of income in 
addition to that of his regular labor. 

During bis stay in the country he visited 
town only oace or twice a year, and that 
was for the purpose of attending church. 
To go te church more often would have 
been too much of a drain on his bank ac- 
count, for he always contributed a few 
cents to the church when attending ser- 
vices. The church is probably the only in- 
stitution that ever dipped into the savings 
of Patrick Mahoney, for whenever he asked 
money of his employers he explained that 
he 4esired to make a contribution to the 
church. 

On one occasion, during the last aix 
months of his stay in Derby. he asked his 
employer, Mr. Hubble, for $1. “Why. cer- 
tainly, Pat,”’ replied Mr. Hubble. “I owe 
you two months’ pay. and you can have 
the whole of it.” 

But Pat didn’t want any more than $1. 
He said he wanted to give the church some 
money. that was all. Pat took the money. 
gave % cents to a servant girl in the fam- 
ily, because she had been good to him, 
satisfied the claims of the church and, al- 
most four months later, came back to 
his employer with a quarter of the original 
$1. asking that it be changed into amalier 
coins.

If a fellow norker on the 
place brought home a petr of gloves, or 
socks, or any article whatever and ten- 
dered it as a gift, Patrick always refused 
it and seemed to feel hurt by the offer. 
Whatever came to him from the hand of 
his employer or some member of the em- 
ployer's family wae received with profuse 
thanks. Patrick rarely reciprocated, how- 
ever. During the if years of his life with 
Mr. Nichola he was known only once to 
give a member of the family anything. 
Mra. Nichols he considered his best friend, 
aad on one occasion, when she wae fll, he 
gave her an orange. 


Mrs. Nichols was the custodian of Pat- 
rick’s bank books during his stay at the 
Nichols farm. and according te her state- 
ment Mahoney had deposited to his credit 
in three banks just previous to his depart- 
ure for Ireland about #30.

[It depends a good deal on the point of view. 
lf a man is in love with a girl and her par- 
‘its are opposed to him he is very likely to 
tuke the view that a runaway marriage is the 
finest thing in the world and pick up the girl 
and go galloping off to a minister. But if 
wnother man comes along and runs off with 
that man’s daughter he gets down his shotgun 
and takes after them. 

But as a general proposition runaway mar- 
riages are to be discouraged. Society, or co- 
ventionality, has laid down a plan for getting 
married which long experience has demonstrat- 
ed to be the best, both for those who get mar- 
ried and for society. Consent of fmrents, ob- 
taining the license, publicity, wedding at home 
or at church, and all these things, have been 
found to be best. That+method is not followed 
because somebody has said that it is the best 
way, but because society has been whipped into 
that way. Bad results have followed when 
any other way has been attempted. It is the 
way that society finds out what is the best 
method of doing a thing. So, while there are 
occasional exception, the safe rule is to get 
married in the good old fashioned way, with 
the full consent of the parents, the whole- 
some publicity and the good wishes of their 
friends.

to be common. Runaway marriages or elope- 
ments seldom end well, because’ they are nearly 
always hasty marriages, contracted before the 
man and woman have sufficient knowledge of 
each other. 

The parents of a young man or young wo- 

man are the ones most vitally interested in 
these life contracts outside of the contracting 
parties themselves. When the parents are not 
cognizant of wedding plana, it is unwholesome. 
It implies an indifferent relation between par- 
ent and offspring which does not promise much 
for the future of the wedded pair. 
_ As hasty marriages and elopements have in- 
creased in number, so have divorce suits  in- 
creased. There is a relation between the one 
and the other. Very many of the divorce pe- 
titions state the date of the marriage to have 
been recent. I think it would be found that 
most of the weddings which lead to divorce 
suits are hasty or secret, or both. 

The first year is the testing time in married 
life. It is the year of disillusioning. It is 
the time that the young people adapt them- 
selves to each other—or fail to do so. If their 
marriage has been a hasty elopement, on slight 
acquaintance, the probabilities are that they 
will not succeed very well in the adapting pro- 
Coss. 

If they get through the first year all right, 
happiness is likely to survive. 

There are exceptions to all rules. There 
are doubtless occasions when, because of un 
reasoning opposition to a worthy suitor, elope- 
ment may be justifiable, but almost without 
exception runaway marriages result in unhap- 
piness.

And the preva- 
lence of elopements has a great deal to do with 
the prevalence of divorces. 

Runaway marriages are seldom sufficiently 
considered. I had a case in my court recently 
where a girl met a man downtown and went 
with him to Clayton and married him. They 
returned to the city and she went to her home 
and he went to his. She had; discovered that 
she did not want to live with him and she 
never did live with him. Now she is asking that 
the marriage be annulled on the ground that 
she did not realize what she was doing. 


Some elopements may end happily. There are 
exceptions to the rule, of course. Sometimes 
the opposition of parents is unreasonable and 
is prompted by ambition for a more important 
alliance by son or daughter. 


Not the least of the causes of unhappiness 
following runaway marriages, perhaps, is the 
refusal of parents to become reconciled to 
the marriage of the runaways. That almost in- 
variably establishes conditions which sooner 
or later lead to unhappiness and probable 
separation. The duty of parents, when there 
has been a runaway marriage, is to make th’ 
best of it and contribute toward making it turn 
out happily: But the best way is for the young 
people not to run away to get married, unless 
there is the very best of reasons for it and the 
atep has been thoroughly considered.

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ICHARD PLATT, born in St. Louis 2% 
years ago with a golden spoon in his 
mouth, has just returned from Europe, a 
plano virtuoso, te strive fer supremacy in his 


own country. 
Mr. Platt is the son of the late E. W. Platt, 


one of the oldest and wéalthiest citizens of St. 


Louis. His mother and brothers reside at the 
beautiful family residence, 369 West Pine. boule- 
vard, where the young pianist has been visiting 
them for the first time tn eight years. During 
al] this time he studied in Berlin under noted 
teachers, Prof. Heinrich Barth, Mme. Stepanoff 
end Prof. Urban, teacher in composition. He 
vorkxed hard and conscientiously and led be- 
sides the ideal existence of an artist Bo- 


hemian. 
Mr. Platts companions and. associates were 


‘men and women of fame in the musical world. 


In this delightful, talent-fostering atmosphere, 
he developed into a pianist who coyld measure 
himself. in the music centers of Europe. with 
brother artists.

‘Electric Spark Has at Last Been Photographed 


HE spark of an osciliiating electric 
current has been successfully photo 
graphed.. The curious swinging mo- 

tion of electricity, known as .an oscil- 
lation, has the pecullar distinction of be- 
ing IWterally quicker than lighting. Care- 


ful experiments have established the fact 
that such a ¢urrent moves at a velocity of 
exactly 188,8888 mile in one second along 
a straight wire. In pagsing along a wire 
these electric oscillations set up currents 
which are not steady streams of electrici- 
ty, but electricity making violent and spas- 
mcdic attempts to go first one way and 
the another, continuously changing their 
direction. 

The accompaning photograph shows the 
spark of such a current. To the eye it 
appears a mere streak of light, while to 
the eye of the camera it is a complicated 
knot of millions of oscillations of the elec- 
tric curre nt.
